This petition is to correct the domestic priority data of a filing receipt of a prior U.S.

Application") is a national phase application under 35 U.S.C. Section 371 of International 
Application No. PCT/US99/23685 (the "'685 PCT Application") filed October 12, 1999, which 
claims benefit of U.S. Provisional Patent Application No. 60/103,860 (the "'860 Provisional 
Application"), filed October 12, 1998. (See Exhibit A, which is hereby attached). 

The '685 PCT Application properly claimed the benefit of the '860 Provisional 
Application at the time of filing. Moreover, the Applicant received the Notification concerning 
submission or transmittal of the priority document on February 16, 2000. (See Exhibit B, which 
is hereby attached). The '680 Application tinder 35 U.S.C. Section 371 also claimed priority. 
But, the identification of the '860 Provisional Application in the filing receipt was inadvertently 
missing with only the '685 PCT Application identified. (See Exhibit A). However, the national 
phase patent application transmittal refers to the priority date of the '860 Provisional 
Application. (See Exhibit E). The Assignment filed with the '680 Application specifically refers 
to the '860 Provisional Application. (See Exhibit F). Finally, the Declaration filed with the 
'680 Application specifically claims priority to the '860 Provisional Application. (See 
Exhibit G). 

The present application (U.S. Patent Application No. 10/798,486) (the "'486 
Application") is a continuation application of the '680 Application. The Applicant submitted a 
request for correction of the domestic priority data to claim the benefit of the '860 Provisional 
Application. But, the Patent and Trademark Office did not recognize the priority claim in the 
'486 Application due to the fact that the '680 Application did not list the '860 Provisional 
Application on the filing receipt for the '680 Application. (See Exhibit D). 

Therefore, the correction of the domestic priority data of the '680 Application enables the 
Applicant to claim the benefit of the '860 Provisional Application for the present '486 
Application.

ACTION REQUESTED: 

Entry of an amendment (See Exhibit C) to correct the cross-reference of the prior-filed 
application (U.S. Patent Application No. 09/806,680) is respectfully requested. In the 
alternative, any other procedure that would correct the computerized filing receipt data for the 
'680 Application so that a correct filing receipt can be obtained for the '486 Application. 
DISCUSSION: 

The Applicant's counsel had a telephone conversation with Ms, Eugenia Jones 
(Office of Patent Legal Administration, (703) 306-5586). Her recommendation and advice 
was to file this Petition under 37 C.F.R. Section 1.182 to correct the Filing Receipt of the 
abandoned prior-filed '680 Application. Upon the granting of this Petition, Applicant 
would then be allowed to correct the Filing Receipt of the present '486 Application. 

Due to the computerized filing receipt system, the United States Patent and Trademark 
Office is not allowed to correct a clerical error in the filing receipt of an abandoned application 
without a petition under 37 C.F.R. Section 1.182. 

The '680 Application is entitled to a corrected filing receipt. The time periods for 
submitting the cross-reference in 37 C.F.R. Section 1.78(a)(2)(H) do not apply because the 
'680 Application is a nonprovisional application which entered the national stage after 
compliance with 35 U.S.C. 371 from an international application filed under 35 U.S.C. 363 
before November 29, 2000. See 37 C.F.R. Section 1.78(a)(2)(ii)(C). The International 
Application, '685 PCT application was filed on October 12, 1999. 

Moreover, the c 685 PCT Application correctly claimed the benefit of the '860 Provisional 
Application at the time of filing with the timely submission of a priority document, as shown in 
Exhibit B. In addition, the '680 Application claimed the priority in the Declaration with only the 
domestic priority data of the '860 Application being inadvertently not listed on the Filing 
Receipt. 

Therefore, since the United States Patent Office provides correction of virtually every 
type of error and irregularity, there is no reason not to rectify the filing receipt information in the 
prior-filed patent application. This includes correction of the domestic priority data, correction of
